SUCCESSES OF THE WOMEN DOCTORS,
Fromithe N, ¥. Tribune.

The FPennsylvenia Btate Medical Booiety,
in its sesgion in Williamsport, rescinded, on
the 15th fnst,, ms we wero confident they
would do, their rule prohibiting consnltations
with women physioians, or with those medi-
cal men who either tanght or consulted with
them. The reformatory meénsura was barely
sm«d by a majority of 10, after a heated

iseussion and against an obstinate opposi-
tion.

The battle for the admission of women to
thae ranks of the legitimate mediocal fraternity
peoms destined to be fought on conservative
Pennsylvania soil, and at the same time the
victory has been gained with such wisely just
restrictions upon them as fo make their ulti.
mate trinmph more ssoure. The struggle in
Philadelphia began last year upon the admis-
sion of the students of the Iemale Medieal
Oollege to the olinies of the University and
Jefferson College. The contest was bitter,
and waged, we are forced to say, on both
sides with not much diseration, but it has
resulted im the triumph of the pregressive
party.

Olinical lectures are provided by the Board
of Managers for the class of the Women's
College, although the provision was made
that they are to be kept strictly separate from
those for the male students. The board were
forced to this decision by the contributors,
which is a significant hint of the popularity
of the movement. A second battle was
fought later, when Dr. Thomas, one of the
Faculty of this college, applied for admission
as a delegate to the annual meeting in San
Francisco of the American Medical Associa-
tion. The claims of women were urged and
contested during several sessions, when the
conservatives temporized by postponing the
matter indefinitely, and Dr. Thomas remained
trinmphantly in possession of his seat, In
Phila elﬁhin, also, the American Hommo-
pathio Institute passed the resolation
admitting to full and honorable member-
ship all properly qualified pbysicians of either
gex.

In the Quaker City, therefore, the way is
made open and pleasant for any woman who
deems this profession her legitimate path to
usefulness. The only organized opposition
to women remaining in Pennsylvania is to be
found in the Philadelphia Connty Medical So-
ciety—a purely local opposition, which will
rather serve as a spur to energy, we foresee,
than prove a let or hindrance. We think the
active friends of the women in the late con-
vention worthy of especial mention. They
are, a8 might be surmised, among the ablest
and shrewdest physicians in the State, They
were Dre. Joseph Parrish, of Media; Hiram
Corson, of Montgomery county; Washington
L. Atlee, of Philadelphia; Wilmer Worthing-
ton, of West Chester; and Traill Green, of
Easton.

THE COMING REVOLUTION.

We touch bottom., The descent has been
long, and to lovers of the Constitution most
painful. But thers is a point beyond which
the American people will not allow their liber-
ties to be invaded, their supreme law to be
vielated, by any party, under any pretext, or
in the name of any cause, however specions,
We believe that peint has been reached and
passed. The powerful resistance made by
some of the ablest Republican leaders to the
usurpation of power by the Executive, to the
prosoription of men like Bumner, to the abuse
of patronage, to the refusal of a Republican
caucus to permit bills for removal of taxation
to be even considered, and finally to the ntter
prostration of civil power at the feet of a sol-
dier who would be dictator if the people were
a8 cringing and subservient as the majority
of “his faithful Senate,” proves, we feel as-
sured, that a large body of the Republican
voters will no longer sustain the nsurpers at
Washington in their assaults ngon the righta
and interests of the people. 'These leaders,
brave as they may be, have not so sharply
contended agninst the majority, in the face
of a prosoription never surpassed for bitter-
ness, without ample assurances of support
from the people. They are not man to speak
thus strongly without arousing public atten-
tioh and fixing the convictions of thousands
of thinking men. The measures which they
denounced were so extraordinary that only a
plain exposure was needed to aronse against
such deeds the indignation of all thoughtful
and patriotic citizens, 'That exposure, if
made by Democrats alone, would scarcel
reach the mass of Republican voters. Bat it
will reach them when made by Republican
leaders so prominent and influential. We look
forward, therefore, with confidence to a
general and overwhelming reaction against
that power which has 8o misruled the country.

It is high time. Year after year radicalism
has become more daring in its disregard of
every constitutional obligation; more open in
its assanlts npon the rights of the peeple and
their local self-governments; more rapid in
its strides towards ocentralization of power;
more shameloss in its defence of monopolies
and contempt for the interests of the millions
who labor and are robbed of their earnings.
Starting with a falss policy towards the
South—a policy of repression, severity, and
force—instead of that statesmanlike libe-
rality by which slone the bitterness of
fecling left by a oivil war can be re-
moved, radicalisiu has tried one expedient
after another in vain, Each messure has
aroused greater irritation of feeling and
ended in more conspicuous failure; each

failure has forced the party to choose be-
tween a total reversal of policy and the adop.
tion of measures still more harsh, Shame to
confess that they had blundered drove some
forward, vindictive feeling some, desire for

ty success others, and pure ignorance,
misinformation, and ntter want of statesman-
ghip made many the facile tools of desperate
demsagogues. There are men who dsliberately
calonlated npon the irritation and viplence
which harsh measures wonld provoke at the
South as & means of reviving the war spirit
at the North and as a pretext for resort to
more fhameful abuse of power, Under these
influences radicalism has been hurried for-
ward in & mad oareer which, in the nature
of things, eould end ouly in its overthrew or
in military despotism. Iaoh new measure of
repression strained the Constitution still fur-
ther, One after snother the safeguards of
individual liberty and the rights of local self-
govervment have been broken down, Be.
tween the Ku-klux bill, which empowers the
President to suspend the habeas oorpus and
use force whenever he pleases, and & wilitary
despotism more absolute than that of Hnssia,
there is but llinsh step and a narrow olls,

ount vesction amd rebinke, and tha' step will
also be atiempted
We rejoice, thon, that reaction soows sure

and near at hand. We speak not as partisans.
Desrer than any party is the country,
than obligal to any party is our duty to
the republic—to experiment of galf-
government whioh, n 8 fow short years,
will either vindicate itself or end in failure,
That it may not fail radicalism must be ar.
rested in its mad career, If the reaction be
thorough it was of minor consequence
whether it came under one baoner or an-
other, Tossibly public opinion might have
been so dly aroused that the Republican
party itsell could have cast out its evil spirits;
but the Ku-klux bill settles that question; it
is the clutoh of despotism upon Lhe throat of
that party whioh will not be shaken off, and
& wise Democracy has now but to invite and
welcome the aid of all honest and patriotic
men. A better day will dawn. Lawloss
soldiers will be dismissed from halls of state,
to make room for men who respect the laws
and know something of statesmanship. Po.
litical freebooters will be warned to seek
other lands where Saxon love of liberty does
not forbid chronie revoiution. The madness
of partisanship will cool and give place to a
reasoning and candid patriotisin, That hor-
rible apparition—the man on horseback with
the naked sword—visible now these six long
years in the political horizon, and growin
ever pearer and more distinet, will vaunis
forever. Justice, with her equal balances,
will onoe more appear.

Hasten the day, brave Republicans who
battle pgainst the wolvesof party to save
liberty and justics from their jaws. Hasten
the day, stanch and patriotic Democrats,
who can well afford to forget how long you
have demounced this fatal poliey if in the
end your country may be saved. Join hands,
both, in one vigorous and resolute eflort,
not for this party or for that, but to arouse
the people of this land to a sense of their
danger and their duty, Bring it toa vote
whether the “‘peace” which we are promised
shall be such as the Ozar gave to Warsaw.
Bring it to a vote whether free Awmerioa
means to build up thirteen Irelands between
the Potomae and the Ohio and the Galf,
Let it be at once adjudged whether all the
industry of the land shall be at the mercy
of a few monopolists, and all its liberlies
at the mercy of a few demagogues and one
soldier!

“THE PATH OF THE POSSIBLE"™ FOR
FRANCE.

In 1569 the Emperor Napoleon III had pre-
sented to him the alternatives of liberalizing
his Government or foreign war. Failing to
try either course, the downfall of his dynasty
by revolution was certain. He chose to tem-
porize for a year, giving the people the sem-
blance of liberal reforms, until he found that
the morsel only made their hunger greater
and angrier; and then, a8 his devices became
more and more transparent, he took the fatal
step, and plunged into war. While he was
yet hesitating, and before the effect of the
elections of May and June, 1869, on the im-
perial policy was apparent, M. Renan, one of
the most aconrate historians and one of the
most acute and courageous thinkers of Franoce,
published in the Revue des Deux Mondes a
gaper entitled ‘‘Oonstitutional Monarchy in

rance.” It was a philosophic analysis of
the cause of events since the revolation of

‘89, and an eloquent plea to the Eraperorto

abandon personal government and establish
the firm guarantees of a comnstitutional mo-
narchy. 'There is in this artiole, which was
reprinted in pamphlet form and widely read,
much that bears on the recent past, the pre-
sent, and the future of France.

M. Renan traced the ills that have afilicted
France, the instability of her Government,
the superficial and often deceptive character
of her institutions, the terrible possibility of
bloody anarchy forever overhanging her
course, and the decay in her of the elements
of a great nation, to a vital error born in the
days of the great revolation, and inberited
by two generations since. France ‘“believed,"
said M. Renan, ‘“‘that liberty may be esta-
blished by the sovereignty of the people and
in the neme of a central autherity, whereas

liberty is obtained by small loeal con-
uests, one after another, by gentle re-
orms,” The First Empire was the logical

consequence of the immense importance
attached by Frenchmen to the Central Gov-
ernment. ‘‘The State established in the
French way is too strong; far from guaran-
teeing all liberties, it absorbs all liberties; its
form is either the convention or despotism,”
The restored Bourbons fell before the first
active revival of the revolutionary idea,
which demanded liberty of the Central Gov-
erpment, The House of Orleans was under.
mined by the same restless eraving. The
Republio failed at the same point, and the
Empire sncoeeded only because it met the
hunger for universal liberty, distributed from
Paris by the splendid illusion of wuniversal
suffrage. In 1869, however, the Empire
found itself face to face with the old pro-
blem. ‘“The Empire was a despotism sur-
rounded by fictions; the representative fie-
tions slew the despotism.” At this point
Napoleon postponed his answer to the fatal
questions the country preposed, and turned
Lo war,

It is easy to trace through the late convul.
sions the working of the ides which M. Ile-
pan follows from ‘89, and which he styles
‘the eoternal Frenoh error of a distributive
justice, for which the State holds the bal-
ance.” The patience of the ecountry under
the sstounding usurpation of the Favre-Gam-
betta “‘Republic,” the readiness with whish it
allows the Assembly, elected to make peace,
to contemplate the making of a Constitution,
the frenzied effort of the Commnne to snatch
by violence in Paris the power to impose
on France its wild ideas—all are symptoms
of the operation of that insans over-esti-
mate of the central aunthority. Buat thess
symptoms were accompanied by other
and healthier ones. The provinces—whioh,
in Mayand June, 1809, first gave the Em.
peror preliminary notice of their growing in-
dependence—have slain the Commune; they
have fought with Pariz and are victorions.
And Lhe sentiment which sustains Thiers,
bowever temporary it may prove, however
surely it may yield nnder the discontent which
the impossibility of guaranteeing liberty from
either Paris or Versailles will vocasion, is
now very obviously the imperions desire for
order, whatever becomes of liberty. Here,
then, in this momentary suspense of the
passion for ‘‘liberty through the sove-
reignty of the people,” is an opportunity
to begin those measures, possible alike to
8 republic or & monarchy, which M. Renan
urged on the Emperor, and which maust
form the first step in the progress of the
French people toward freedom not granted,
but earned and possessed. Among those enu-
merated by M. Renan pre: —Deocentralization,
diminution of government, strong organiza-
tion of ths commune, tha canton, de-
partment; the development of & good primary
ipstruction, and of superior instrootion capa-
Lle of giving to the morals of the edocated
